HERE are a few positive 
things that we know about 
cancer. First, cancer follows 


some injury, infection, or irri- 
tation. These are not necessa- 
; : rily severe 
enouch to 
attract the 
patient’s 
notice and 
may have 
been present 
fOor -yserass 
Fortunately 
we are not 
all suscepti- 
ble to concer. 
Some per- 
sons are im- 
mune to it, 
but no one 
knows who is 
susce ptible 
and who is 
not; so we must dlways have it 
in mind. By that I do not mean 
that we should all be fearing it 
and dreading the possibilities of 
having it. Instead we should be 
careful not to neglect any 
chronic infection or injury, and 
should be careful to have any 
small irritation or irregularity 
attended to.

DR. CHRISMAN 


E SHOULD dread cancer 

just enough not to neglect 
any conditions that might lead 
to it. Cancer is curable in its 
early stages and there are 
enough pre-cancerous signs that 
the possibility can be seen and 
remedied. The cancers of the 
skin can be seen and diagnosed 
early and removed either by 
surgery or radium. Internal 


cancers, and those of the breast 
and glands, are not so easily 
found, but we know that fully 
80 percent of the internal can- 
cers are of the uterus and that 
they follow injuries of childbirth 
or infections of the uterus it- 
self. We do not know that can- 
cer is a bacterial disease, but we 
do know that it follows inflam- 
mations and injuries. Any tear 
or infection of the uterus should 
be cured; any injury or infec- 
tion of the uterus should be 
carefully watched.

HE physician must not wait 
till he has all the signs and 
symptonis of cancer, but should 
remove in one way or another 
all suspicious lumps or growths. 
If your. physician advises the re- 
moval of any organ because of 
the possibility of cancer occur- 
ring, do not hesitate. Have him 
do it at once and ask him to re- 
move all possibilities of trouble. 
I must emphasize this one thing. 
Any new growth or lump in the 
body or any abnormal or new 
discharge should have the care- 
ful attention of your physician 
at once. If it is cancerous or 
shows signs of becoming sv it 
should be removed at once, 
wither by an operation, radium, 
or X-ray.

T FIRST a cancer is a local 
trouble and only after the 
protecting capsule has broken 
down does it spread to other 
organs and so long as it is a 
local trouble it can be cured. I 
have operated on many cancer- 
ous: conditions in which I had 
based my opinion on symptoms 
that we recognized as preceeding 
cancer. I mean by that, signs 
that patients who had developed 
cancer said were a part of their 
early indications of trouble. 
When I have performed a radi- 
cal removal of the growth at 
that time, I have never had one 
return. Of late years I have 
treated these patients for some 
weeks before with a diet and 
medication that would clear the 
system of all toxic substances 
and afier the operation have 
followed it with X-ray or radium 
treatments and the results have 
been very satisfactory.

O I INSIST that you have old 
teats atd infections cured 
and do not fear cancer, just be 
cautious. Do not neglect any 
coubiful ecozidition or wait to see 
if it will get better. Pain does 
not come early in cancer. Con- 
sult a physician at once and give 
him all the facts. The time to 
remove a cancer is before we 
know it is a cancer. Cancer can 
be cured in its early stages, later 
on the chances are not so good.

A certain amount of sun is 
fine for the hair. The ultra-vio- 
let rays stimulate the scalp and 
the sun and fresh air cleanse 
ana freshen the hair and make 
it softer and fluffer. You are so 
apt to overdo the job, however. 
That is the way it is with a good. 
thing! You forget that too much 
sun will burn the hair, just as it 
will burn your skin. It will cause 
it to dry up and break and fade 
in ugly streaks. 

Black or dark brown hair is 
particularly sensitive to long ex- 
posure to the sun’s rays. Hair 
of this type should not be ex- 
posed to the sun for more than 
ten or fifteen minutes daily— 
and it should be evenly exposed 
if you value your raven or rich 
dark locks. Part your hair an 
inch from the hairline on your 
forehead across your head from. 
ear to ear, comb it down over 
your face and allow the sun to 
shine on the scalp and hair that 
is exposed by this new deal. 

Part your hair again, an inch 
farther back, and continue the 
sunning until the entire scalp 
feel. alive and stimulated. Wear 
a large brimmed hat the rest of 
the time when you are in the 
sun, to prevent streaking. 

Some hair is made lovelier by 
moderate exposure to the sun. 
Certain golden brown, blonde 
and titian hair becomes lovelier 
ana brighter if you give them a 
lot of sun. You see the sun af- 
fects the pigment that colors the 
lot of sun. You see, the sun af- 
hair just as it affects the pig- 
ment in the skin and causes tan- 
ning. Be sure, however, that all 
of your hair receives the same 
amount of sun and that you give 
it special treatments to prevent 
dryness. : 

Most of you will be wise, dur- 
ing the summer months, if you 
will use a tonic compounded spe- 
cially for dry hair, an occasional 
hot oil shampoo and a lot of 
brushing. Use just enough tonic 
to moisten the scalp once a day. 
Apply it with a medicine drop- 
per or with a pad of absorbent 
cotton, to insure your getting 
the tonic on your scalp, where it 
will do most good, instead of all 
over your hair. Part your hair 
down the middle first and apply 
the tonic along the part. Part it 
again an inch to the right, re- 
peating until you have gone all 
over your head and the scalp is 
damp. Then using your finger- 
tips, massage the scalp thor- 
oughlly until the tonic has been 
absorbed. 

Several beauty houses are also 
advising fragrant pomades to be 
usec before and after the sham- 
po. to prevent dryness. 

Many girls wear a different 
coiffure in the summer to facili- 
tate hairdressing and to add to 
their coolness and comfort. As a 
rule, shorter huir in the summer 
is best both for you and for your 
locks. For one thing, short hair 
doesn’t need to be curled and 
waved so often, so there is less 
danger cf extreme dryness and 
broken «nds. If you swim a lot 
and bask on sunny beaches, you 
will appreciate a short coiffure 
and a permanent wave. I’ll tell 
you. More about it tomsrrow.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


BAKING POWDER 
AID TO COOKING 


By JUDITH WILSON 


GUCCESSFUL cooks, by that I 

mean good cooks, are always 
on the lookout for new ideas. 
Shortcuts to dependable and un~ 
usual results, new recipes for de- 


lectable dishes and tricks that ° 


spell economy are always wel- 
come. Don’t be surprised when 
I tell you, but ane new cooking 
trick that does all these things 
is the use of a speck of baking 
powder in many of your ‘‘cooked”’ 
recipes. 

It has been discovered by ex-: 
tensive experimentation that 
certain foods are improved in 
texture, flavor and appearance 


by this method of cookery. I'll 
tell you more about it when we 
take up the recipes for the des- 
sert in the first menu and sev- 
eral items in the second. 


Salmon Salad 


Salmon, the old standby of 
busy homemakers, is used for 
the attractive salad that serves 
as the main dish in the first 
menu. It is also a good sugges- 
tion for a buffet luncheon or 
evening refreshments. Select six 
rather small, firm cucumbers, 
wash them and place in a tightly 
closed container to chill. For 
your salad, prepare a dressing as 
follows: 

Blend the yolks of two eggs, 
one teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
prepared mustard, a few grains 
of cayenne, one and one-half ta- 
blespoons butter, three table- 
spoons vinegar (diluted) and 
three-fourths of a cup of milk 
together in a double boiler. Stir 
gently over boiling water until 
the dressing is smooth and 
thickened sufficiently to coat a 
metal spoon. Take from the fire 
and cool, then stir in two cups 
of salmon from which all bits of 
skin and bone have been re- 
moved. Chill thoroughly. 

Two hours before the salad is 
to be served, peel the small cu- 
cumbers with a sharp knife. re- 
move the centers, leaving a boat 
with rounded sides. Save the 
pulp for a good cucumber sauce 
to be served with fish or salad. 
Fill the cucumber boats with the 
salmon mixture and put into a 
covered dish to chill for two 
hours. Serve on a bed of ro- 
raain and garnish each boat 
with puffs of mayonnaise. Hard- 
cooked eggs may be added to the 
saimon in phis salad if you like 
-hem, - 


Apricot-Tapioca Dessert 


For apricot-tapioca  desesrt, 
wash One-half pound of driec 
apricots, soak in clear water for 
an hour, then add one teaspoon 
of baking powder and cook until 
tender. The baking powder par- 
tially counteracts the acid of 
the fruit and less sugar is re- 
quired for sweetening. In addi- 
tion, the texture of the dessert 
is lighter. Drain the fruit and 
add enough water to the juice 
to make two cups of liquid. Add 
three tablespoons of quick-cook- 
ing tapioca and cook until clear. 
Add one-fourth cup sugar and 
the apricots that have been 
forced through a sieve. Chill

For Today

Bernard Baruch, “Super 
President” ... A Poker 
Playing Arab King 


MONG those affiliated with 

the New Deal administration 
in Washington is Bernard »M. 
Baruch, sometimes dubbed ‘su- 
per-advis®&” to the United 
States. Mr. Baruch is a practi- 
cal economist, not one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s collegiate “brain 
trust.” His portfolio is unofficial, 
and each president since the 
days of the late Woodrow Wil- 
son has at some time or other 
turned to this wealthy, modest 
and accomplished man for con- 
sultation. 


A confidant of all leaders, 
whether Democrats or Republi- 
cans, in and out of politics, his 
Losition in the American Scene 
is unique. His personal fortune 
has been estimated as high as 
$25,000,000. No one but Mr. 
Baruch can vouch for this fig- 
ure. It is probably a good deal 
less, but he happens to be one of 
the few men in the world who 
admits that he Was all the 
money he wants. The only thing 
he will really admit is that he is 
the world’s leading authority on 
mineral waters. As to friends. he 
has more than any individual in 
the country excepting Charles M. 
Schwab, the steel magnate. 


In South Carolina, folks say 
“Bernie” Baruch is divid®d into 
three parts. First. he is a South 
Carolinian; second, a Democrat, 
and third, an American. In 
Wall Street, he is known as a 
leading operator. In Washing- 
ton, it is said, he is the man 
Lehind the scenes. 


President Roosevelt seemed 
well aware of Mr. Baruch’s qua!- 
ifications before he became 


president. In 1929, when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was governor of 
New York State, he appointed 
Mr. Baruch chairman of a com- 
mittee to make a scientific studv 
of the mineral spas at Sara- 
toga Springs. The governor had 
ideas of developing the springs 
as therapeutic agencies. Mr. 
Baruch made his recommenda- 
tions tc the Legislature and 
then resigned. 

Following a recent visit to 
Washington, Mr. Baruch was 
given the title of “super-presi- 
dent” and received much front 
page publicity. Bunt this title is 
not a new one for him. He 
heard it first in 1920, when 
Representative Graham of Illi- 
nois, chairman of fhe House 
war expenditures committee. 
conferred it on him. At that 
time he had left Wall Street to 
assume the pewers and duties of 
chairman of ‘the War Indus- 
tries Board. 

Some of Mr. Baruch’s views 
ol. economic subjects are inter- 
esting. One of his pet theories 
is purging war of its profits. He 
favors freezing all prices and 
industrial costs at a normal 
level, in the event of a war, so 
as to take the profit out of in- 
ternational conflicts. He was the 
author of a plan to scale the 
German reparations on the ba- 
sis of that country’s ability to 
pay. He thinks the inter-allied 
debts should be settled on a ba- 
sis of what each country should 
pay, not what it can pay. 

= * * 

HE ruler of a large number of 

warlike Arab tribes and a 
lineal descendant of the Prophet 
Mohammed was reecntly the 
dinner guest of King George 
and Queen Mary of England, 
at Buckingham Palace. He is 
Feisal, King of Iraq, who admits 
a weakness for that famed 
American indoor sport called 
poker. 


King Feisal is the third son of 
the former King Hussein of the 
Hedjaz. Through the influence 
of the British, to whom he. ren- 
dered invaluable assistance dur- 
ing the World War, he was 
made King of Iraq in 1921. Al- 
though educated in Constanti- 
nople, where he lived for eigh- 
teen years, when the war broke 
out Feisal was a firm believer 
in the Allied cause. Still under 
30 years of age in 1916, he suc- 
cessfully led the Arab revolt 
against the Turks, and through 
his consolidation of the native 
forces, aided General Allenby in 
his victorious c paign. 

It was Feisal who vy his char- 
acter, leadership and tact 
brought to an end within two 
years the one hundred ond one 
blood feuds that had raged for 
600 years from Mecca to Damas- 
cus.
